up of Flood rock In Hell Gate yesterday 
was a grand and splendid spectacle, and 
the result ol the eiploalon was the com- 
plete demolition o! the great rock, which 
uow remalcs only as a huge pile of frag- 
ments, which will be removed by dredg- 
ing. 
Hundreds of thousands ot people 


bchald the scene from both shores ol the 
river. The crowds that packed tho As- 
toria ferryboats made the Long Island 
police hold up their hinds and clubs in 
mute surprise. 
But the crowd that went 


to Astoria was as nothing compared to 
the crowd that turned ont and went 
somewhere else. There was a genernl 
Impression th»t a spot far from the rock, 
but not out of sight,'was a good enough 
spot to be In, aud all conceivable spots 
had been chosen early In the day. 
The

The native-* of t'andabar adopt a very 


covol and successful method of eu 
ticiag parlridges within rcacli. They 
wear a mask or long veil of a coarse 
yellow cotton clotii, dotted all ove 
with black spots, having eyeholes, am 
hanging in loose folds round the bod} 
of the sportsman. Thus disguised, h 
creeps cautiously on hands and knee, 
toward the spot whence the "chickor' 
nails. 
The bird takes him for a leop- 


ard, an animal to which it has tlic 
greatest aversion, and will collect al 
its species in the neighborhood will 
loud calls, and allow tho make-belief to 
approach while they scream and finite 
vvben with gun or net he can 
s< cure 


them with litliu dillicully. 
• For catching partr.dges a pecul'ii 
kind of bow is used in Turkestan.

is tormed of a long clastic roil, which 
is .stuck into the ground and then bent 
down and hehl in that position by n 
Miiuil catch arranged on a fo:'k-s!t:\]:eJ 
twig sluck into tho ground; upon tho 
caicii art. placed small sticks, on which 
the noose of the bow is ranged, undei 
w hioh some food is strewn, generally 
Indian corn.

There is another original appliance 


for catching partridges in the s.uno 
country, which may be cailed, for the 
want of a better term, a fowling line. 
It consists of a peg, with strong t w i n e 
attached to it, on (he end of which is 
fastened a grain of Indian corn.

whole row of these pegs are dnvcn into 
the ground along a path among the 
reeds 
The partridge or pheasant in 


swallowing the grain becomes captive, 
and remains attached to tho peg until 
tne vportsnjan makes his appearance. 


Theso birds and smaller ones arc 


taken by J'ardis, a wandering tribe ol 
Indians, in lung, conical bag nets, kepi 
open by hoops, aud provided \\ith :

pair of folding doors. 
.Bullocks arc 


used to walk through llio long jungle 
grass and drive tiio birds into the nel^> 
without, alarming them sullicicnliy to 
cau>-e them to fly. 
Alter the itsua! 


thoughtless cruelly of their race, tho 
Pardis break both wings and legs ol 
each bird directly after capture, and 
tans the miserable victims are carried 
through a hot morning sun, all bas- 
ke'.ed together, to market. 


The Hindoo^ are said to e^uip them 


selves u ith a light framework of split 
bamboos, re.-emblia^ the skeleton of a 
kilo, and covered witli green twigs, 
leaving two loopholes to see through 
and another Jower down for the inser- 
tion of the rod. 
This they fasten be- 


tore them when thev are in the act ol 
catching birds, thin leaving both hands 
at liberty and lemaiuing completely 
Soneca'.ed from \iew.

horseshoe crown and the brim in one 
piece with the sides, thus being divided 
ou top from back to front instead of 
across from ear to ear.

In order to come 
back, to liis starting line he had to pass 
every two or three minutes, giddy and 
panting, between the cushioned ring 
and a gentleman, one of the proprie- 
tors of the circus, who held iu his 
hand a long, heavy, cutting whip, such 
as I imagine a cowboy might use to 
subdue a buck-jumper. If the little 
beggar performed the prescribed num- 
ber "of somersets Mr. Merryman let him 
pass with a smile and one—only one-

elicited a howl from the victim and a 
grin from the grooms.
